Farmers of the New Holland 


and Atlanta vicinity have been ex- 
periencing many exciting moment* 
this week in TEeir wheat fields. 
Fires have been started in several 
places by threshing machines and 
cigarettes. 
Much excitement prevailed on the 
W. H. Skinner place near Atlanta 
when sparks from a threshing ma- 
chine set fire to the dry straw on 
a load of wheat being threshed,

ROME, July 15— The breach be- 


tween the Italian government and 
the Vatican widened today as the 
Pope and bis advisers read the 
bitter denunciation of the encycli- 
cal "concerning' Catholic action" 
issued last night by the directors 
of the Fascist party . 


After a four -hour meeting at 


Premier Mussolini's office in the 
Palazzo Venezia, the directorate 
not only gave out a statement de- 
nouncing the Pope's recent attack 
on Fasism, but declared that since 
the suppression of the Catholic 
clubs many thousands of young 
Catholics had entered the Fascist 
ranks. 


The directorate also announced 


an early mobilization of the Fas- 
cist forces on the field of the battle 
of the Piave in Northern Italy to 
show their efficiency as a fighting 
unit-

In German Crisis 


WASHINGTON, 
July 16.—A 


•lulling indictment cf the nation's 
"inferior courts"— those presided 
over by maglFtratt*, police court 
judgta and justices of the peace, 
and before which citizens are hail- 
ed for traffic violations and pet- 
ty offenses — was contained in a 
report to President Hoover today 
by tbe now-defunct 
Wickersham 


commission. It was the eighth of 
their studies designed to effect im- 
provement of law observance and 
enforcement, and it was headed "a 
sport on criminal procedure." 
The procedure was surcharged 


with condemnation of the evils of 
politics as it affects selection of 
judges and influences upon prose- 
cuting agencies. The Hoover com- 
missioners found, in short, that 
the minor courts largely are being 
conducted in such a manner that 
the average man fails to have "a 
right Attitude toward criminal jus- 
tice."

"Taking the country as a whole 


there has been and continues to be 
scandal in connection with these 
inferior tribunals in note-worthy 
contrast with the almost uniform- 
ly clean record of the 
superior 


courts duping a century of immer- 
sion in politics," the president was 
advised. 


"Probably the chief point of con- 


tact of the ordinary law-abiding 
citizen with the criminal is in con- 
nection with police regulations. To 
do their work properly and to com- 
mand the respect which will give 
to the average man a right atti- 
tude toward criminal justices these 
tribunals should be manned 
by 


strong judges, equipped as befits 
agencies of the justice of the state 
and conducted with dignity." 


Of the eleven members of the 


Wickersham commission one dis- 
senting voice was raised 
against 


the report. 
Monte M. Lematm, 


of New Orleans, signed a minority 
statement the burden 
of which 


seemed to be that the commission 
had not made adequte factural in- 
quiry, "without which generaliza- 
tions seem to me likely to serve no 
useful purpose," Lemarm opposed, 
among other things, the allegation 
that newspapers "in a majority of 
jurisdictions" undertake 'to try 
cases in advance, and thus impede 
proper dissemination of justice.

If it Is on a down-hill or / up-hill 
lie, it Is not a brassie shot. If it 
Is embedded In a hole or lying on 
hard ground, is is not a brassie 
shot, and If the distance to the 
green Is fifteen or twenty yards 
further than you can ordinarily 
get in-^a, perfect shot, again a 
brassie should not be .used.

inside out. Otherwise hit through 
firmly and don't try to raise the 
ball with the clubhead by hitting 
as you would with an iron. The 
loft of the club will take care of 
raising the ball. Get your line 
and awing the clubhead through 
as if the ball were not there. You 
must be the same as though' 
you were taking a pratice swing I 
and the clubhead simply sweeps r 
the ball away as it contracts. 


The spoon shot is identical, with 


the exception that it is played 
when there is a heavily 
raised 


green and you need to get a. high- 
er ball that will not have too 
much roll, or when there are some 
obstacles in the 
line of 
flight 


which necessitates a high ball. 


Personally, when the conditions 


warrant, it, I prefer to use the 
brassie or spoon rather than a 
full iron shot, for hitting the ball 
easily with either club wffl pro- 
duce much better results
